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THE  FALCONER  LECTURE 


Barbara  Ward,  political  economist  and 
one  of  Britain’s  most  influential  writers,  will 
deliver  this  year’s  Falconer  Lecture. 

She  will  speak  Tuesday  and  Wednesday 
evenings,  March  26  and  27,  in  Convocation 
Hall  beginning  at  8.30  p.m. 

Her  topic  is:  “Towards  a World  of 

Plenty?”  The  first  evening  she  will  discuss 
“Growth  in  Developed  Economies”,  and  the 
second  “Poverty  and  Expansion”. 

Staff  and  students  may  obtain  tickets  to 
the  reserved  section  from  the  Registrar.  The 
lectures  are  free  and  the  public  is  invited. 

Miss  Ward  has  been  described  as  one  of 
the  most  striking  figures  of  her  generation. 
By  her  mid-30’s,  she  had  collected  more 
laurels  than  most  women  gather  in  a lifetime 
—as  foreign  affairs  editor  of  The  Economist, 
author,  radio  personality  and  speaker.  Until 
graduating  from  Oxford,  she  had  intended  to 
be  a concert  singer,  and  her  early  musical 
training  still  shows  in  her  flexible  and  attrac- 
tive voice. 

She  was  born  in  Yorkshire  in  1914  and 
was  educated  at  the  Convent,  Felixstowe, 
and  at  the  Lycee  Moliere  and  the  Sorbonne 
in  Paris.  She  also  studied  in  Germany  and 
then  at  Somerville  College,  Oxford,  where 
she  took  a first-class  honours  degree  in 
philosophy,  politics  and  economics. 

In  1939  she  became  assistant  editor  of  The 
Economist,  and  a few  years  later  was  elected 
a member  of  the  Council  of  the  Royal 
Institute  of  International  Affairs.  She  has 
been  a Governor  of  the  British  Broadcasting 
Corporation  and  the  Sadlers  Wells  and  Old 
Vic  Theatres.  She  is  married  to  another 
economist,  Commander  Sir  Robert  Jackson. 

Her  books  include  The  West  at  Bay, 
Policy  for  the  West,  Faith  and  Freedom, 
Interplay  of  East  and  West,  and  Five  Ideas 
that  Change  the  World.  Both  as  writer  and 
speaker,  she  is  notable  for  the  clarity  with

which  she  makes  complex  issues  intelligible 
to  the  general  public. 

The  Lectures  honour  Sir  Robert  Falconer, 
President  of  the  University  of  Toronto  from 
1907  to  1932.  Their  purpose  is  to  com- 
memorate one  of  his  chief  interests— pro- 
moting an  intelligent  understanding  of  world 
affairs  by  young  Canadians— by  bringing 
speakers  from  time  to  time  who,  by  reason 
of  their  eminence,  are  qualified  to  awaken 
and  confirm  in  students  an  interest  in  these 
matters.  Previous  Falconer  Lecturers  include 
Earl  Baldwin,  the  Marquess  of  Salisbury, 
Lady  Violet  Bonham  Carter,  and  Viscount 
Kilmuir. 
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Three  compact  consoles  will  take  over  from  the  long  conventional  switchboard  in 
Simcoe  Hall  on  July  1,  when  the  University  switches  to  the  Centrex  telephone  system. 
Instead  of  plugging  jacks  into  a wall  of  tiny  holes,  operators  will  make  connections  by 
pressing  the  few  console  keys.  About  70  per  cent  of  incoming  calls  under  the  new 
system  should  not  pass  through  the  consoles  at  all:  they  will  be  made  directly  to  the 
required  extension.  This  type  of  console,  illustrated  above,  will  make  its  Canadian 
debut  at  University  of  Toronto. 


The  University  will  have  a new  telephone 
number  and  a more  efficient  telephone 
service  beginning  July  1. 

The  new  telephone  number  will  be 
928-2011. 

The  Centrex  system  will  make  it  possible 
to  dial  any  University  extension  directly  from 
outside,  without  going  through  the  switch- 
board. Staff  members  will  be  able  to  place 
or  receive  calls  24  hours  a day,  seven  days 
a week. 


This  type  of  system  is  in  use  at  several  of 
the  larger  U.S.  universities,  including  Prince- 
ton, Illinois,  Northwestern  and  Michigan 
State.  Similar  systems  have  been  installed  in 
the  Ontario  Government  offices  and  at 
Toronto  City  Hall. 

This  is  what  Centrex  means: 

1.  All  University  extensions  will  receive 
new  four-digit  numbers  before  July  1.  New 
telephone  directories  will  be  prepared  and 
distributed  before  that  date. 
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2.  Calls  from  outside  the  University  can 
be  made  directly  by  dialing  928,  followed 
by  the  new  four-digit  number  of  the  desired 
extension.  It  is  estimated  70  per  cent  of  calls 
to  the  University  can  be  handled  in  this 
way. 

To  speed  the  change,  staff  members  are 
asked  to  explain  the  new  system  before  July 
1 to  persons  who  call  frequently  from  out- 
side the  University.  Whenever  possible, 
please  give  the  direct  dialing  number  to  your 
extension. 

3.  If  the  caller  from  outside  the  Univer- 
sity does  not  know  the  extension  number,  he 
can  dial  928-2011.  Operators  at  a new  style 
of  console,  to  be  used  here  for  the  first  time 
in  Canada,  will  connect  him  with  the  ex- 
tension he  wants.  Because  routine  connec- 
tions will  be  eliminated,  operators  will  be 
able  to  offer  more  personal  and  faster  atten- 
tion to  incoming  calls.  It  is  expected  that 
they  will  be  on  duty  from  8.30  a.m.  to  10 


p.m.  during  the  week  and  from  8.30  a.m.  to 
5 p.m.  on  Saturdays  as  at  present. 

4.  To  dial  another  extension  within  the 
University,  staff  members  will  simply  dial 
the  new  four-digit  numbers,  in  the  same  way 
they  do  now. 

5.  To  call  out  of  the  University,  staff 
members  will  dial  “9”,  followed  by  the 
telephone  number  they  want  to  reach,  as 
they  do  now. 

6.  Long-distance  telephone  calls  will  no 
longer  have  to  be  placed  through  the  switch- 
board. They  can  be  dialed  directly  or 
through  the  long-distance  operator,  as  from 
your  home  telephone.  Automatic  equipment 
will  record  the  place  and  number  called,  and 
the  extension  used.  This  will  provide  im- 
proved control  over  the  cost  of  long-distance 
calls. 

7.  The  changes  affect  all  parts  of  the 
University  served  by  the  telephone  number 
WAlnut  3-6611. 


The  Edgar  Stone  Lectureship  in  Drama 


Alan  S.  Downer,  a member  of  Princeton 
University’s  Department  of  English  since 
1946,  is  this  year’s  Edgar  Stone  Lecturer.  He 
will  speak  on  “The  Hero  in  American 
Drama”  on  Monday,  March  18,  and  on 
“Tragedy  and  the  ‘Pursuit  of  Happiness’  ” on 
March  20.  Both  lectures  will  be  in  Hart 
House  Theatre,  beginning  at  4.30  p.m. 

Professor  Downer  is  an  authority  on  the 
theatre  whose  interests  range  from  the  de- 
velopment of  modern  musical  comedy  to 
“Dramatic  Action  and  Characterization  on 
the  Elizabethan  Stage”.  He  is  a former 
chairman  of  the  American  Society  for 
Theatre  Research  and  a member  of  the 
Plenary  Committee  of  the  International 
Federation  for  Theatre  Research. 

Professor  Downer  teaches  undergraduate 
courses  in  Shakespeare,  one  in  Modern 
Dramatic  Art  and  another  in  the  Develop- 
ment of  Dramatic  Art  from  the  Greeks  to  the 
Nineteenth  Century.  On  the  graduate  level 
he  offers  a course  entitled  Restoration  and 
Eighteenth- Century  Drama,  and  another  on 
British  and  American  Drama  since  1820.  He 
is  a member  of  the  Examining  Committee  of 
the  Advanced  Placement  Program  of  the 
College  Entrance  Examination  Board. 

Among  his  published  works  are  Fifty 


Years  of  American  Drama:  The  Art  of  the 
Play;  The  British  Drama;  On  Plays,  Play- 
wrights and  Playgoers,  a selection  of  letters 
by  Booth  Tarkington  to  various  persons 
identified  with  the  theatre;  and  of  Seven 
American  Plays,  which  is  designed  to  illus- 
trate American  characteristics  of  the  drama 
both  as  to  subject  matter  and  technique.  He 
is  editor  of  Twenty-Five  Modern  Plays. 

Professor  Downer  began  at  the  age  of  five 
to  act  in  stock  companies  in  his  native 
Syracuse.  He  appeared  in  several  productions 
at  Harvard  and  also  in  summer  theatre. 
Formerly  a professor  of  English  and  Director 
of  Dramatics  at  Wells  College,  he  staged  all 
of  the  plays  offered  there  from  1940  to  1946. 
He  has  served  as  visiting  professor  in  sum- 
mer sessions  at  University  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia, Brandeis,  Pennsylvania,  Cornell  and 
Harvard  Universities.  In  recent  years  he  has 
directed  productions  of  the  Princeton  Com- 
munity Players. 

During  1953-54  he  was  lecturer  in  Ameri- 
can Drama  at  the  University  of  Copenhagen, 
and  also  lectured  at  Aarhus,  Lund,  Upsala, 
Oslo,  Rome,  Groningen,  the  Netherlands  and 
Frankfurt.  In  1959  he  conducted  a course  in 
American  Drama  at  the  Salzburg  Seminar  in 
American  Studies.

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Summer  Swimming  Program  for  Children 


For  the  sixth  summer,  the  University’s 
Athletic  Association,  in  co-operation  with 
the  University  Settlement,  will  offer  swim- 
ming courses  during  May,  June  and  July  for 
children  of  university  staff,  graduates,  under- 
graduates and  a limited  number  of  friends. 
The  program  provides  instruction  in  stroke 
improvement,  water  safety  and  life  saving. 
Instructors  are  qualified  in  both  the  Red 
Cross  Water  Safety  Service  and  the  Royal 
Life  Saving  Society. 

Boys  and  girls  from  8 to  16  who  can  swim 
20  yards  may  enrol  in  the  Hart  House  pool 
classes.  Children  outside  this  age  group  or 
unable  to  swim  the  20  yards  may  enrol  in 
the  special  courses  at  the  University  Settle- 


ment pool.  Those  16  years  old  and  over  who 
wish  to  enrol  should  see  Prof.  M.  G.  Griffiths. 

There  are  three  units  of  instruction  for 
those  using  the  Hart  House  pool:  one  from 
May  21  to  June  14;  one  from  June  19  to 
July  12;  and  one  from  July  15  to  Aug.  9.  The 
last  will  include  fundamentals  of  canoe- 
ing, speed  swimming,  diving  and  skin  diving 
on  a recreational  basis.  Cost  is  $6  for  one 
unit,  $11  for  two,  or  $15  for  all  three. 

Courses  in  the  University  Settlement  pool 
also  run  from  May  21.  A nominal  fee  of 
50$  includes  all  classes  given  there.
